Aid. Harrison advised that the 
mayor bo instructed to telegraph to 
Ottawa at once for permission to con- 
struct the wharf.

Thrilling Flxuerlrnre ill Sea. 

NEW YORK, April 10.— The steamer Chat- 
tauooohio. which arrived to day, threodays 
luto from Savannah, reports having experi- 
enced terrible storms oil' Hattoras. On 
Sunday morning tho crisis came at 5:34. 
While all tho passengers were In their 
berths, a giant wave broke over the vessel, 
carrying away a big section of her bul- 
warks and smashing the side of tho saloon. 
Several other monster waves followed, 
flooding the saloon and sleeping berths. 
Women mid men in all stages of dress 
rushed hither and thither s' outing they 
were lost, anil calling on Hod to save thom. 
Some tore their liair in the ill most despair, 
and acted more like insane than sane per- 
sons, Tho captain and mule endeavored 
to soothe tho passengers by assuring them 
I hat thoro wus no danger, hut with no avail. 
The passengers alternately prayed and 
cried. All day on Sunday and through 
the night, tho ship was hove to. At Ida. 
m. on Monday the storm hud abated, and 
tho engines were started again. By that 
tinio tho vessel had drifted iwo hundred 
miles out of hot- course. An examination 
of the vessel at her dock to day revealed 
several holes in her bow and purl of tho 
bridge carried away. Her port side, from 
stem to stern, was splintered and smashed. 
Two of the slate rooms uro completely de- 
molished. Nearly all the crockery and 
glassware is smashed, and hix largo mir- 
rors ruined- One lady, whose name was 
refused, was carried down the gangway 
unconscious and taken away in a cab. 
The Chattahoochio brought eighty-six 
cabin and 1011 steerage passengers. Nearly 
all passengers are In an exhausted con- 
dition, and many had been thrown down 
and bruised so badly as lo ho unable to 
walk.

STILL AT LARGE. 

Douaid and the Police Manage to Dodge 
Each Other— The Outlaw's Crime. 

The following description of Donald 
Morrison, the Megantic outlaw, and 
of the crime ho committed was com- 
municated from Megautie to the 
Montreal Gazette :— 

Donald Morrison is Btill uncaught, 
and is likely to remain so. The armed 
party sent out are altogether too few 
in number, and are practically use- 
less. The probabilities soom to be 
that when tho expedition has ended 
in utter failure, if the reward is in- 
creased to five thousand dollars, Don- 
ald Morrison will coino marching into 
Montreal and give himself up. High- 
land-Scotch people here, who are all 
Presbyterians, say they would like 
Donald to be tried by an Irish Catho- 
lic jury, as they think such a body 
would understand eviction cases, and 
would be apt to give Donald fair play. 
.Morrison, whom 1 have not seen yet, 
is highly praised by everyone who has 
known liitn since he was a baby. The 
post-master of Agnes says lie is a 
splendid specimen of a man, a Pres- 
byterian, truthful, honest, upright, 
moral, never known to use an oath or 
any vulgar word. This is the univer- 
sal testimony of all the people 
whom I have met, .lack Warren, 
whom Donald shot, was a big 
stout man, weighing about -llOpounds; 
about 40 years of age, reported lo 
have been a Yankee outlaw and whis- 
key .smuggler, and not a British sub- 
ject. Ho did not live with his wife. 
Donald came into tho village of Lake 
Megautie to buy a new hat for the 
.Sacrament Sunday at Marsden, and 
was halted by .lack Warren, revolver 
in hand. Donald, it is alleged, tried 
to avoid Warren, and did what he 
could to keep out of trouble, but lie 
was obliged to kill Warren or be kil- 
led himself. He killed Warren. 

One night last week Morrison anil 
a party of friends came to the village 
of Lake Megautie looking for DeteC; 
tive Carpenter, so as, they said, to 
give him the chance of earning the 
S3, 000 reward. The men wore all 
armed. This proceeding is con- 
demned by the people here, who do 
not wish any more blood shed. They 
all would like Morrison to give him- 
self up after the forces are withdrawn 
and a fair trial guaranteed. 



COUNTY COURT.

Russell — Action brought 
by Robert Porter to recover from

FROM THE WEST COAST. 

Three of the Crow of the Schooner Juan- 
lta Drowned Willie Seallng-The Catch 
of tho Healers— Boisterous Weather. 

Mr. A. Frank arrive I by canoe yesterday 
from Clayoquot, on tho west coast of tlio 
island, : making the. trip up to Victoria in 
three days, He h is been at Clayoquot for 
tho past two months, and during that timo 
ho roports tho weather as boisterous, with 
westerly winds, and frequent fogs ill the 
mornings, during tho eight wueks there 
being not more tunn ten fine days, 

A few days before ho started for Vic- 
toria, the scaling schooner Juanita, owned 
by Hull & Goopol, put into Clayoquot, and 
the captain reported the loss of ilirco men 
by drowning, the circumstances of tho 
accident being as follows: On the morning 
of tho 25th March three of the crew— H. 
Tunnel, tho mate; Rowe, a hunter, 
and a seaman named Joe, a Swede — 
loft Iho schooner in a sail bout 
to hunt seuls. There was a heavy easterly 
swell and a westerly wind pre 'ailing at 
tho time, which caused a ehopjiv sea, and 
mad o tho handling of the boat dililcult. Sho 
sailed out of sight of thoso on board tho 
Juanita, however, nnd the three men were 
never after seen alive. About two hours 
afterwards, some Indians in a canoe found 
the boat, bottom up, no trn'-o of tho mon, 
and everything in the little craft — rifles, 
ammunition, etc., gone. The Indians 
signalled t lie schooner, which sailed up to 
the canoe nnd took on board the empty 
boat, which had apparently boon upset 
during a sudden squal, tho unfortunate 
men speedily meeting their deuth in tho 
icy waters of the Pacific. 

Mr. Prank reports seals plentiful off the 
west coast, and t he various sealers have 
done fairly well, considering the unfavor- 
able weutner for scaling. Up to tho day 
he left Clayoquot, tho catch of the various 
schooners was reported as follows: The 
Aurora, 209: the Ariel, 1*00; the Mary .Tay- 
lor, 216; tho Juanita, about 40; tho Kate, 
210; tho Sierra, 30; tbo Allele, 120; the Viva, 
I'M; the Theresa, 272; the Wanderor.

The 
citizens of Victoria are to be con- 
gratulated upon having one represen- 
tative in the Dominion House of Com- 
mons who is both able ami willing 
in the proper place and on the propel 
occasion to advocate its interests, and 
to show the untruthfulness of what 
has been said to its disadvantage by 
parties who foolishly believe it to be 
their interest to traduce and belittle 
this city. Col. Prior has done the 
citizens of Victoriu good service in 
Ottawa, and they will not readily fol 
get his zeal and his fidelity.

The Vancouver World, in the course 
of an able article reviewing the late 
session of the Legislature, says {inter 
alia): — 

"The School Act Amendments will 
be found to be to the advantage of 
education, and helps to tin; better 
carrying out of this important branch 
of the service. The World did not 
hesitate to brand those who agitated 
the daily marking system as meddlers 
with that which did not concern them, 
the more especially since the best edu- 
cationists approve of it, as do the ma- 
jority of teachers. It has been found 
to work advantageously in the past, 
and the Government is to bo com- 
mended for sustaining it as against the 
diatribes of the few, Those sec ions 
allowing of some control over the 
teaching body by those in authority 
will bo found to be most serviceable. 
Nor do we believe thai, they will be 
made a handle for a tyrannous misttso 
of power." 

Our contemporary isquite within the 
truth in saying that a majority of the 
teachers approve of the "daily mark- 
ing" system. It has recently trail 
spired that the teachors of the foul 
cities approve of it, all previous state- 
ments to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, ami we opine it. will lie seen 
that few, indeed, of the whole body 
of teachers in the Province will he 
found opposing flu: .system. The 

fact of 1 ho matter would appear 
to be very much as stated 
by the Minister of Education, thai 
the tempest in a teapot was worked 
up by one or t wo outside meddlers, 
and possibly a few inside "black 
sheep," ripe for miachief. These 
found ready and eager coadjutors in 
Messrs. Somlin and Humphreys, who 
are on hand for any alliance which 
promises the means of injuring or an- 
noying the head of our educational de- 
partment. In this instance, however, 
these patriotic (!) individuals signally 
failed. The minister proved himself 
far more I ban a match for fhum, and 
wears greatly mistaken if the two 
members above-mentioned did not re- 
tire from the affray wiser if not better 
moil. Certain it is that the dressing 
down administered to the garrulous 
member for Comox was as well de- 
served s it was ably delivered. And, 
after a , good may come out of scorn- 
ing ou A salutary lesson has been 
taught, ami hereafter well-meaning 
teachers will bo more than everontheii 
guard against being misled by wicked 
und designing persons, whether ill 
or out of their noble profession. Ii 
will have been seen, too, how safely 



the head of a department may rely 
upon the loyal support of the legis- 
lature When faithfully endeavoring to 
do his duty. The wretched, spiteful 
attempts that were made to place the 
Minister in a position of antagonism 
towards tlio teachors, as a body, also 
signally failed. Indeed it only served 
to afford that gentleman an opportun- 
ity of turning the tables against the 
Opposition, which he did most effec- 
tively, showing conclusively that the 
very men who were now endeavoring 
to pass as friends and champions of 
the teachers, had really proved them- 
selves their enemies, and that it was 
the party now in power that had been 
the true friends of the teachers, by 
reinstating them in their civil and 
political rights, and in overy way con- 
sidering thoir interests and seeking 
to elevate their profession. 

THE VANCOUVER WISEACRES. 

The resolution passod by the Coun- 
cil of the Vancouver Board of Trade 
relative to the Canada Western Kail- 
way project is a brilliant production. 
L'he Council appears to be emulous of 
the fame acquired by the threo tailors 
f Tooley street. Its members evi- 
dently believed that us soon as it was 
known at the Capital that they were 
opposed to the construction of the 
Western Railway the Legislature 
would be paralysed and would drop 
the railway bill like a hot potato. By 
the way, is Mayor Opponheimer a mem- 
ber of the Council? If he is the atmos- 
phere of Vancouver has had a very 
singular effect upon him intellectually. 
When he was in Victoria ho was one 
of the most earnest, and apparently 
most sincere, advocates of the Hute 
Inlet route. He believed that a rail- 
way from L'oto Jaune Pass to Bute In- 
let would h ive a wonderful effect ill 
developing the resources of British 
Columbia. Has a short residence in 
Vancouver worked such a change in 
him that he is now ready to throw ob- 
stacles in the way of the construction 
of a road which he at one time be- 
lieved would be the making of the 
province V 

The Council of the Vancouver 
Board of Trade declare that they 
view with alarm the proposition to 
grant "an immense tract of laud" in 
aid of the Canada Western Railway I 
Why / Because there is not sufficient 
assurance of the ability of the appli- 
cants to complete tlio contemplated 
road. The Council ought to know 
that if they cannot build the road 
they will not get the laud ! No e of 
the land is to be granted until the 
work of construction is commenced, 
ind the company undertaking to 
build it can give satisfactory security 
for the completion of the road. No 
railway, no land grant, are in effect 
the government's terms. The wise- 
acres of the terminal city declare also 
that the request of the applicants for 
a land grant should be refused because 
there is no data to prove that the 
undertaking is possible. It surely 
might occur to them that if it. is not 
possible to build the road, the road 
will not bo built, and consequently 
the land will remain as it is, of little 
more use to the Province than if it 
formed part of the surface of the 
moon. Men blessed with an ordinary 
share of common sense would not 
dream of protesting against a project 
which could never bo carried out 
either from the incompetency of the 
projectors or from the natural impedi- 
ments that lie in the way of its com- 
pletion. If an enterprising company 
in Vancouvercity applied for a charter 
to run a lino of balloons to the moon 
there would be no one insane enough 
in Victoria to call a meeting of the 
Couucil of the Board of Trade to 
protest against the scheme. 

The third objection of the Council 
is the only one that contains the 
slightest glimmering of sense. They 
say that the Legislature should give 
no encouragement to the proposals to 
build the railroad through the nor- 
thern part of British Columbia, be- 
cause there is not sufficient assurance 
that it is required by the neces- 
sities of the province. If the eyes of 
the Council were not blinded by what 
they -stupidly regard as self-interest, 
they would see at a glance that the 
interests of the province do require 
that the region through which the 
projected railroad is to run be opened 
up as soon as possible. One would 
bo tumpted to doubt the sanity of the 
man or the body of men who would 
deny the truth of a proposition that 
to any man of common souse is self- 
evident. By far the greater part of 
this extensive region is of no use to 
any one, and it must remain so until 
it is opened up; and the only way to 
open it up is by a railroad. The 
Government cannot build a railway 
through if, and it would not be wise 
for it to undertake the project even if 
it could. It has been proved that 
Governments are very poor railway 
builders and railway operators. But if 
is useless fo talk of the Government's 
building a railway from Tote Jaime 
Bass to Bute Inlet. The province 
would bo bank ru jit. before it 
was half completed. But there 
are projectors who offer for a 
subsidy in land that is .at pre- 
sent, and will bo until a railroad is 
built, of no earthly use to the people 
of the province, For building it they 
ask the half of a belt of sixty-four 
miles wide in alternate blocks of 
twenty miles frontage, or twenty 
thousand acres per mile. To re- 
fuse such an offer must, to every one 
but the Council of the Board of Trade, 
appear to be the extreme of folly. To 
do so would ho to carry caution to 
such an extont that it would become 
COWardico. The projectors of the 
Canada Western give the Government 
a chance of benefiting the people of 
the province to a very great extent, 
and they would not be faithful (,, 
them if they did not promptly embrace 
the opportunity, If the project comes 



to nothing harm will ba done to no 
one; if it is successfully crrried out 
ev.ory inhabitant of British Columbia, 
present and future, even the mombers 
of the Council of tho VancouvorBoard 
of Trade, will fotd the good effects 
flowing from its construction. The 
land grant, considerable as it is, will 
not constitute a monopoly, an tho 
Council wish to make the people be- 
lieve it to bo. Every alternate sec- 
tion of even tho railway belt will be- 
long to the province, and the whole 
region opened up by tho road outside 
of it will bo as it iB now tho public 
domain. But it will ho then what it 
is not now, available for suttlomont. 
The Couucil will not succeed in fright- 
ening any one by its land grant bug- 
aboo.

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IN VICTORIA'S DEFENCE. 

Col. Prior Makes r.n Able and Manly 
Speech on Victoria's Position — And 
Suggests thai! She Receive Better '1 ; reat- 
ineiit la the Estimates. 

Inour Ottawa telegraphic correspon- 
dence uf a week ngo, brief mention 
was made uf a speech delivered by 
Col. Prior during the consideration of 
the estimates. The following is the 
full text thereof: 

" 1 see there is nothing ill tho 
estimates this year for the im- 
provement of Victoria harbor. I nm 
very sorry to see this omission, and I 
cannot understand how it iH that the 
hon. Minister of Public Works has not 
seen fit to place a .sum there, 1 Call 
only eoine to the conclusion that the 
hon. gentleman, by some means or 
other, has arrived at the idea that the 
(iovernmont need not pay any more 
attention to the needs of Victoria. It 
may lie that the hon. gentleman has 
been reading some of the many para- 
graphs that have been going the rounds 
of the newspapers lately, inserted, no 
doubt, by men who are interested in 
property in other parts of British Co- 
lumbia, to the effect that Victoria's 
days of usefulness as a port, her days 
as the commercial and lii ancial 
centro of British Columbia, are over, 
that she is now on tho downward 
track, falling into a state of decay; 
that her trade and commerce are leav- 
ing her, and that, her business men 
aro quietly sleeping their days away 
in the delightful climate they have the 
privilege to enjoy. I nay the honor- 
able gentleman may have read these 
statements, ami may have believed 
them, as, no doubt, others have done; 
but I am glad to be able to stand here 
and tell file honorable gentleman and 
this House that so fur from that, being 
tho truth, Victoria to-day is progress- 
ing more rapidly and is enjoying a 
larger measure of prosperity than al- 
most any other city in the Dominion 
of tier size. At the present time sub- 
stantial buildings of all kinds are go- 
ing up in every direction, her me- 
chanics and artisans are busy, her 
workshop's and factories are run: ill" 
on full time, and 1 do not think 
there is a single merchant in Vic- 
toria who cannot point to his books 
with pride, and sho« that during 
1888 his business has increased from 
15 to 26 per cunt, over .thai of any 
otliei year. 1 cannot blame the 
owners of property who are trying to 
boom up their lots. 1 cannot blame 
them for trying by any fair means to 
induce immigrants and capital to 
go to their district instead of to 
Victoria, but I must object to the 
action of any government who direct- 
ly or indirectly, by the influence of 
money under theii control, or by any 
of the many means the government 
has power to use, whether it is their 
intention or not, give an undue ad- 
vantage to one city over another. 1 
do not for one moment believe that 
tho lion, gentleman or the govern- 
ment intend to do that, but that will 
bo the result unless they give Victoria 
a fair share of the money they intend 
to expend in British Columbia, it 
has been s .id to mo many a time, 
"Oh, you Victorians are jealous of 
Vancouver." I beg to deny that; 
there is not a word of truth in it. 
British Columbia is large enough for 
twenty big cities, and the more cities 
that grow up the bettor it will he for 
those there at present. 1 would like 
to ask this House or any man who 
knows the facts, w ho owned most of 
the land in 1886 before Vancouver 
Was started / who are the men who 
own the most property in Vancouver 
to-day outside of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Compauy I Why, Vic- 
torians. Who have been the men 
who have put in the most capital for 
starting the water works and other 
enterprises of that kind thore? Vic- 
torians. Who have always been 
ready to invest, their capital in any 
scheme connected with Vancouver 
when there was tin.' slightept chance 
of there boil g any reus liable return ! 
I say it was Victorians. Why should 
they bo jealous of Vancouver? They 
are not so, and if any hon. gentlemen 
believes they ai e, or that Victoria is 
on the dowuward track, as some news- 
papers try to make out, I will try to 
show them how far astray they are. 
Victoria has been up to the present 
time the principal commercial and 
financial city in British Columbia, and 
1 believe most thoroughly that she 
will continue to hold that, position. 
There 13 hardiy an iiiclusiij of ,,1,3 
magnitude, there is hardly an enter- 
prise of any sW.o carried on in British 
Columbia to-day- whether mining, 
lumbering, or fishing, or cattle rais- 
ing — in which you will not find a large 
amount of Victoria capital invested, 
and most of these industries have 
their head oUices in Victoria. I do not 
believe there is to-day a city in the 
Dominion whose business men are, 
as a whole, more financially solid 
or who do business on a better basis 
than the merchants of Victoria. Busi- 
ness failures have been almost un- 
known, not because the volume of 
trade is small, for I can point to houses 
in Victoria to-day who do business to 
tho extent of over a million dollars a 
year, several of them ranging from 
$300,000 to 8700,000 a year- not a 
bad showing for a now and rising town 
—but because business there is con- 
ducted on proper commercial prin- 
ciples. I have here some statistics 
showing the exports and imports 
of British Columbia and the duties 
paid in that pr s ince, and with the 
permission of the House I will read a 
few of them in order that I may show 
hon. members how fast— how very 
fast— the city 1 have the honor to 
represent is being distanced in the 
race for wealth and importance. In 
the year 1888 just passed, the follow- 
ing were the figures: The exports 
from British Columbia were valued at 
$3,1)28,077. < >f this amount Victoria 
ia credited with $2,122,930, or 64 
per cent, of the total; Nltnaimoia 
credited with 81,240,31)3, or ill per 
cent id the total ; Vancouver, $553, 
631), or 1-1 per cent, of the whole. 
The total imports into British Columbia 
were valued at $3,509,961. Of this 
amount Victoria is credited with §2, 
922,:«t!l, or f-'-l per cent, of the total. 
Vancouver is u now city, and can no) 
be expected to have made much pro 
gross as yet, so her imports arc valued 
at only $280,900 or 7i por cent, ol 
the whole. The amounts paid iuti 
the custom houses of British Co- 
lumbia- audi think I hey will rathoi 
astonish lion, gentlemen who think 
Victoria is 011 tho downward track- 
areas follows: The totalamount iiii.s8S 
was $801 ,465. Of this tho sum paid into 
Victoria Custom house amounted to 
$761,137, or 88 per cent of the total ; 
and Vancouver received in Customs 
dues $60,518, or about (i per cent, ol 
the total. This does not look veiy 
much as if Victoria was going to tin 
dogs, and if docs not look as if it was 
a wise policy for tho hon. gentleman 
who is at the head of public works to 
altogether ignore her harbor. Let us 
look into the savings bank accounts 
The total deposits in the savings batiks 
of British Columbia amount to $1,- 
566,123. « If that the Victoria sav- 
ings bank has on depOBit},31,328,414, 
or 81 percent, of the total. This is 
not a very bad showing' for a pop U la 
Viun of 16,000 inhabitants. The ton- 



nage entered and clearod in British 
Columbia porta amounted altogether 
to 2,005,320, of which Victoria is 
credited with 1,011,043 tons and Van- 
couver 592,691 tons. Now, 1 think I 
have given sufficient information to 
show this House that Victorians are 
far from beiiifj the easy-going, happy- 
go-lucky sort of people Home of the 
press would try to make them out to 
be, and I also hope 1 have shown 
enough to convince the hon. gentle- 
man that it'is his plain and manifest 
duty, and I hope it will ho likewise 
his pleasure, to give Victoria, at least, 
a fair share of Dominion expenditure. 
If you will examine thoso figures 
which 1 have just quoted, you will 
find that in commercial import- 
ance Victoria stands the fifth 
city of the Dominion, She 
pays more duty to the 
department so ably presided over by 
the Minister of Customs t han Quebec, 
Hamilton, London, Winnipeg, Ottawa 
or Windsor, and she does more busi- 
ness in proportion to her population 
than any city in tho Dominion. The 
only cities that pay more duty than 
Victoria are Toronto, Montreal, Hali- 
fax and St. John. Now, 1 wish to be 
distinctly understood by honorable 
gentlemen representing other constit- 
uencies in British Columbia, that 1 do 
not now ask that the Minister of Pub- 
lic Works should take oil' any sums 
which are likely to be voted for other 
constituencies, because I think they 
get little enough as it is, but 1 do 
think Victoria shout! get a fair pro- 
portion. 1 only ask that she should 
reoeivo her fair share, taking into con- 
Bideration'her commercial importance 
and the revenue she pays into tho Do- 
minion exchequer, it is of tho great- 
est importance that the improvements 
in Victoria harbor should be carried 
on, but unless a good round sum is 
placed in the Estimates for that pur- 
pose, tho money that has already 
been expended will have boon simply 
thrown away. If the honorable gen- 
tleman will look into the matter he 
will Qnd that nothing has been ex- 
pended heretofore which was not ab- 
solutely necessary, and the only 
trouble is, that the work so ably be- 
gun is not half finished. In conclu- 
sion I need only say, that I 
sincerely hope the minister of Public 
Works will place a sufficient sum in 
tho estimates to carry on the improve- 
ments in Victoria harbor. If he does 
not, the only conclusion the people of 
Victoria can come to, will bo that the 
Government aro determined, through 
some cause or other, to deliberately 
lend thoir aid to assist in building up 
other cities against a city which has 
paid more revenue than all the other 
parts of the province put together. 
I do not believe that is the intention, 
but, as deeds speak louder than words, 
I hope to be gratified, when the sup- 
plementary estimates come down, by 
seeing the hon. gentleman has placed 
a sum of at least §10,000 on the esti- 
mates for the improvement of Vic- 
toria harbor.

Thai before tho great bulk of our landx 
available for settlement in this Province, 
whuro the area of such lands is compara- 
tively small, are locked up In tho hands of 
corporations, tho greatest care should he 
taken or exercised, that the benefits to the 
Province dorivahlo from the enterprise in 
respect of which lands are granted, are 
Oqunl nt least, to the loss and dlsadran- 
luges sure to ill iso from a monopoly of 
such magnitude. 

Thnt tho Government of the Province he 
urged to resist llOSty legislation in the di- 
rection of large land grants to any corpora- 
tion or company in aid of u work Of a mere 

speculative nature or of doubtful utility,

THE PUBLIC LIBRA BY 

Is Now Ready Kor the Reception of the 
Booki-A Cheerful ami Comfort- 
able Place. 

Anyone who visits the V. M. C. A. 
rooms, on Broad street, cannot fail to 
notice, just at the head of the stairs, a 
neat glass door upon which appear 
the words, "Public Library." A 
glance through this door shows that 
it opens into a little vestibule, not 
more than eight feet square; from 
which three doors open into other 
rooms beyond Directly in front of 
tins entrance is the reading-room, and 
ut the left u small private room for thu 
use of the librarian. 

The reading-room is small but con- 
venient in its arrangement and at- 
tractive in appearance. The wood- 
work, dusks, tables and newspaper 
tile racks are cheerful in color and 
resplendent in varnish. The room 
is furnished with comfortable chairs, 
and were it not quite so small, would 
answer every requirement to a dot. 
Leading from thu reading-room is a 
second door admitting to the library 
room, which is evenly divided by a 
long counter, separating the part for 
the use of tho public from the part 
which is filled by the hook cases and 
in charge of the librarian. An open 
fireplace makes the room look bright 
and cheery; while thu seven largo 
book cases, six of them containing 
nine double shelves each, afford ac- 
commodation for an immense number 
of hooks. 

Everything about tho library is so 
arranged as to make it convenient to 
the public and a pleasant placu to 
visit, To be sure tho rooms are a 
little cramped, but for a time, at 
least, until the public learn to appre- 
ciate fully the advantages of a froo 
library, it is probable that they will 
bo found sufficiently large. The hooks 
have not yet boon placed on the 
shelves, although they will he in a 
few days, and Dr. McGregor, tho 
librarian, is already at work getting 
everything in readiness for throwing 
open tho rooms to the public of Vic- 



SUPREME COURT OF BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

Smith and Angus vs. Greor. 

Full Court — Crease, Cray, Mc- 
Creightand Walk em, J.J. 

Judgment of the court delivered by 
Mr. Justice Crease. 

1 have been desired to deliver the 
judgment of the Full Court herein — 
in which we are unanimous. 

The writ, and .statement of claim as 
amended include all land claimed by 
the defendant under the same title 
within lot o2i>. 

The land is not defined in the 
amendment, nor did the jury find 
what specific lauds the defendant 
claimed. 

Under such circumstances no judg- 
ment can ho entered us to any dotinito 
portion of lot oL'll as is necessary under 
the practice. 

This defect can only he remedied 
by a now trial, which we accordingly 
order. 

We abstain from giving our opinion 
on any of the other points which were 
argued.

This action was tried before the 
Chief Justice and a special jury. At 
the trial tho plaintiffs amended their 
statement of claim by adding, after a 
claim for a specific piece of land, a 
claim for all the laud ill a certain sec- 
tion, which is claimed by the defend- 
ant under thu same title. On a 
motion for a new trial the full court 
held that the claim was too indefinite 
and ordered a new I rial. This appli- 
cation whs for leave to administer 
interrogatories to the defendant for 
the purpose of finding out what land 
in the particular section the defend- 
ant claims. Held. Tho plaintiffs 
may administer interrogatories for 
the purpose of clearing up any em- 
barrassment created by the pleadings 
of the party sought to bo interrogated, 
but hot for the purpose of clearing up 
embarrassments created hy the plead- 
ings of the party seeking to inter- 
rogate.

DEATH'S DOINGS. 

lion. A. C. Elliott Expires at San PratlCiBCO. 

"Friend after friend departs; 
Who has not lost a friend/'' 

The telegraph brought sad news on 
Tuesday night, when it announced the 
death, at San Francisco, of Hon, An- 
drew Charles Elliott, from 1870 to 
I87H Premier of the Province, and for 
long periods prior and subsequent to 
those years tho holder of important 
ami responsible public positions. Mr. 
Elliott had been ill for some time. He 
suffered acutely from neuralgia of the 
eyes and other disorders of a painful 
nature; anil went to California about 
twelve months ago in the hope of ob- 
taining relief, hut he gradually grew 
worse, and expired in the arms of his 
daughter, Mrs. Douglas, on Tuesday 
afternoon. The body will be brought 
to Victoria for interment by the side 
nf his wife, who preceded him to tho 
tomb several years ago, and whoso re- 
mains lio in Boss Bay cemetery. The 
deceased gentleman was a native of 
Ireland, and studied law under the 
renowned Chilty. He was admitted 
to tho bar at, Lincoln's Inn, London, 
England, in 1854, In 186U ho was 
attracted to British Columbia by thu 
reports of the gold "find" on Eraser 
river. Tho following year Sir James 
Douglas made Mr. Elliott a county 
judge, with jurisdiction at Yale. The 
district at that time was unusually 
turbulent owing to Ihu presence there 
of largo bodies of California miners, 
but Mr. Elliott administered justice 
with a fearless hand, and soon held 
the discordant, elements well in check. 
He was afterwards gold commissioner 
and stipondary magistrate at Lillooet, 
and ill 18117 was appointed high sheriff 
of the then colony of British Colum- 
bia. In L874 ho was appointed police 
magistrate at Victoria. In 1876 he 
was returned to tho local House, and 
in 1871), on the defeat of tho Walkom 
government, he became premier and 
attorney-general. His last public 
duty was magistrate at Mellakahtla, 
which he held until failing health 
caused his retirement on a well- 
earned pension. Mr. Elliott was a 
gonial, whole-souled gentleman of 
generous impulses, and possessetl tho 
highest, kind of honor. He was bravo 
to a fault. Some eight years ago ho 
entered a village of hostile Indians at 
Skeuna Forks and captured, almost 
single-handed, tho murderer of a Ca- 
nadian named Yeomans. Ho was a 
kind husband and father, and a good 
citizen in every sense of tho word.
